BUDDHIST SECT IN JAPAN 
TO ALLOW PRIESTS TO WED 


Has Been Celibate Order Since 9th 
Century—Women to Be Allowed to 
Make Pilgrimage to Shrine. 
TOKIO, Nov. 22.—After an 11 days’ 
conference at Kishu, the Buddhist sect, 
known as Shingon, has adopted two 
steps which, according to its leaders. 
bring the sect into paths of modernism. 
The first is to ratify the extension to 
women of the right of pilgrimage to the 
famous Koyasan monastery, which 
Stands in the mountainous region of 
Kishu, a right which has been restrict- 
ed to the male sex from times im- 
memorable. The second step was that 
of extending recognition to the marriage 

of its priests.

cy since it was founded in the ninth 
century.

CAR PASSENGERS 
BALLOTING TODAY 
ON "RAPID TRANSIT 


‘Tickets’ on Broadway and Olive 
Lines Fail to Say Issue Is 
Elimination of Stops. 


VOTE WILL NOT BE FINAL 


Public Service Commission to 
Decide Whether Experiment - 
. Shall Be Continued. 


Passengers on the Olive and the Broad- 
way car lines today received from cun- 
ductors ballots which they were asked 


to drop into a box near the front door 
of each car. The ballots read: 


This vote is taken to determine 
the preference of passengers on 
this line. 

If you do not wish rapid tran- 
sit, vote “NO.” 

Tear off your ballot and de- 
posit it in the box. 

NO—Against Rapid Transit. 

YES—For Rapid Transit. 


There was nothing on the ballots to 


nounced purpose in taking the vote. This 
purpose, according to newspaper an- 
nouncements and notices posted in cars, 
was to determine whether the public 
favored the company’s recent action in 
eliminating 101 stops on the Olive and 
Broadway lines. 

Richard McCulloch, 
United Railways Co., said today that it 
was not considered necessary to put 
anything about the eliminated stops on 
the ballots, ab it was assumed all pas- 
sengers would know why the vote was 
being taken. 

In the printed announcement the com- 
pany says the elimination of stops has

The elimination of other stops is sug- 
gested in this paragraph: 

“With a slight increase in the number 
of eliminated stops, a saving of at least 
ly per cent could be made without in- 
{crease In the maximtim speed.”’ 

Today’s balloting by passengers will 
not be final, as the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission will decide as to wheth- 
er the elimination of stops shall be con- 

tinued after Nov. 30, the end of the ex- 
perimental elimination period.

STATES REQUESTED 


0 HELP ENFORCE 
NEUTRALITY LAWS 


Government Announces Vigor- 
ous Prosecution of Acts of 
Violence Against Industries. 


FEDERAL STATUTES WEAK 


Many Crimes Must Be Dealt 
With by Commonwealths, At- 
torney-General Says. 


WASHINGTON, 22.—The whole 


wtachinery of the Government will be 
employed to run down and punish those 


responsible for factory explosions, in- 
timidation of labor and other acts of 
violence against American industries. 

This is made clear in an announcement 
by Attorney-General Gregory, who calls 
upon State authorities to use equal 
power in dealing with lawlessness be- 
yond the reach of Federal statutes. 

“Information indicating attacks upon 
lawful American industries and com- 
merce through incendiary fires and ex- 
plosions in factories, threats to intimi- 
date employes and other acts of vio- 
lence,”’ says the statement, “has s» 
uften developed during the past few 
months as to demand searching investi- 
gations and prosecutions. 

To Enforce All Laws. 

“The Department of Justice will con- 
tinue unremittingly to investigate all 
such acts and prosecute all developed 
violations of Federal statutes, seeking 
indictments under the Federal law pro- 
hibiting the interstate transportation of 
explosives, the Sherman law, the law 
relating to conspiracy to commit an of- 
fense against or to defraud the United 
States and the laws relating to crimes 
‘n ships and on the high seas. 

‘‘Because, however, of our dual form 
of government, the Federal criminal laws 
ure extremely limited in their scope. 
Many crimes of violence, such as arson. 
ntalicious destruction of property, etc. 
can in general be punished in the Fed- 
eral Courts only when committed where 
the United States has special jurisdic- 
tion. 

“It follows, therefore, that such at- 
tempts to injure and destroy American 
industries, must usually be_ prosecuted 
ty thé State authorities. 

“These conditions, so destructive to 
the commerce and labor of the United 
States require vigorous action on the 
part of all agencies of the State and 
ederal Governments. It is therefore to 
be earnestly hoped that State officials 
will be equally active. 

“I have instructed the agents of the 
Department of Justice, whenever they 
discover evidence of violations of State 
criminal laws to place the evidence at 
the disposal of the local State officials; 
and I assume that such officials will 
co-operate in acquainting the Federal 
efficers with all information tending to 
show the commission of Fedaral 
crimes.’”’ 

Recent Intimationg of Course. 

There have been various official in- 
timations during the last few days of 
the Government’s purpose to be more 
tian ever active in seeking out offend- 
ers against the neutrality and criminal 
laws of the United States by agents or 
<ympathizers of European belligerents. 
A recent Department of Justice state- 
ment told of plans for further invésti- 
gation of the activities of Austrian Con- 
sul-General von Nuber at New York and 
his assuciates, and said that information 
had beer obtained which probably would 
lead to additional indictments for pass- 
port frauds. 

The nonactivity of £tate authorities, 
particularly in cases of incendiary fires, 
has been commented upon here, and of- 
ficilals say that there must be close co- 
operation between State and Federal of- 
ficials and labor leaders as well, before 
the lawlessness can be suppressed.

Plot Evidence May Be Submitted to 
Grand Jury Thig Week. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The evidence 
gathered by agents of the United States 
Government here bearing on plottiag to 
prevent war munitions from reaching 
the entente allies will be submitted to 
the Federal grand jury, probably this 
week. It is understood that when the 
presentation is complete a blanket in- 
dictment will be asked against all the 
persons shown to be involved except 
such as may be exempted under the law. 

The mass of evidence collected is de. 
scribed by Federal officials as ‘“‘moun- 
tain high.” It is the result of more than 
a years work. It involves scores of per- 
sons operating, it is charged, as an 
organization, the direction of which was 
in the hands of a few men.

GERMAN SHlP LINE 
MANAGER GOES 10 
TRIAL IN NEW YORK 


Karl Buenz and Three Others of 
Hamburg-American Accused of 
Conspiracy to Defraud. 


ARE 


ADMISSIONS MADE 
Government Alleges Supply Ves- 
sels for German Raiders Were 
Chartered Before War. 


By Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The opening 
session today of the trial of Karl Buenz, 
managing director of the Hamburg- 
American Line, and three other officials 
of the line, under indictment on charges 
of conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment, was devoted to selecting a jury 
before Federal Judge Howe. 

Nine tentative jurymen had been se- 


lected at 1 o’clock. In nearly every case 
prospective jurors were of foreign birth 
or parentage or had sympathy with’one 
zside or the other of the warring nations 
of Europe. Counsel asked searching 
questions to develop whether the 
veniremen had even the remotesi 
personal interest in the war, partic- 
ularly as to German submarine war- 
fare, 

Included among the persons whose 
acquaintance each man was asked if 
he possessed were the German, 
French and _ British Ambassadors, 
their aids and staffs, J. P. Morgan, 
his partners and employes (J. P. 
Morgan & Co. is fiscal agent here 
of the British and French govern- 
ments), and the various European 
Consuls here. 

Government's Allegations. 

The Government alleges that the de- 
fendants obtained false clearance papers 
for steamers sailing from New York 
with supplies for German sea raiders 
in the Atlantic during the early part of 
the war. 

The trial is the first important one in 
connection with the various conspiracy 
charges made against German and Aus- 
trian agents in this country. 

Indicted with Bueng and appearing as’ 
defendants are Adolph Hochmeister, 
purchasing agent of the line; Joseph 
Poppenhause, a second officer in the 
employ of the line, and George Kotter, 
its superintendent. 

Felix Seffner, an alleged superintend- 
ent of cargo of one supply ship, wag ir- 
dicted, but has not been arrested. 

Although many of the Government's 
allegations have been conceded by coun- 
sel for the defense, it is expecte@ that 
the trial will last a week, as 100 wit- 
nesses are under subpena to testify for 
the Government.

Admissions by Defense. 

To facilitate the trial, counsel for the 
defense admits that the defendants 
chartered certain ships and cent them 
witn supplies to the German cruisers 
Karisruhe. Kaiser Wilhelm and other 
(ierinan mcn-Of-war active in the At- 
lantic in the late summer and early fall 
of i314, as charged, but denies taa these 
acts cosstitute a eouspiracy to defraud 
cr deceive the Unite I States.

This steamer, the Government charge&, 
had aboard a German supercargo, as 
did all the other vessels involved. When 
the stumer failed to find the German 
cruiser she was seeking, the affidavit 
recites, she cruised about for some time 
and finally put in at Pernambuco, 
The Brazilian authorities, apparently 
suspicious, sought her papers. These, 
the affidavit continues, the captain re- 
fused to surrendear, but placed them 
in a bag and threw them overboard.

ASKEW KILLED IN 
A SPEEDING AUTO, 
WTTNESS DECLARES 


Machine Carrying Football Play- 
er Was Traveling at Terrific 
Rate, Policeman Says. 


‘A policeman testifying at the inquest 
into the death of Walter H. Askew, 22, 
of Aberdeen, S. D., the Rolla School of 
Mines football player who was instantly 
killed at Thirteenth and Benton streets 
Saturday night, declared the automobile 
was going at a terrific rate of speed 
when it hit the curb and hurled Askew 
out against a tree. He said that it 
seemed two cars going south on Thir- 
teenth street were racing. The inquest 
was continued until tomorrow to get ad- 
ditional testimony. 

Askew, who was on his way to Union 
Station to return to school, was riding 
with George H. Kdblin, 23, 8280A Holly 
avenue, and Robert P. Hecker, 25, of 2943 
Eads avenue. Kublin and Heeker are 
employed by the Moon Motor Car Co. 
The latter was driving. 

The patrolman, William W. Casey, 
testified he was standing at Fourteenth 
and Benton streets, a block away from 
where the accident happened, and look- 
ing east he saw two cars cross Benton 
street at terrific speed. Later he heard 
a crash, he said, and, running to Thir- 
teenth street, he saw one of the ma- 
chines. The other, he said, had disap- 
peared. 

He said from where he was standing 
he could have seen a pedestrian, if any 
had been in the way of the second ma- 
chine. He said he saw no pedestrian. 
Patrolman Bretz, who was with Casey, 
corroborated his statements. 

Patrolman George H. Rehifing testified 
he was standing about 75 feet east or 
Thirteenth street, on North Market, 
when a machine passed south on Thir- 
teenth street. He heard a crash, and 
running to Thirteenth street, saw a 
man, who later proved to be Askew, ly- 
ing on his back in the gutter. 

He said he found upon examination 
that the automobile, of which the left 
hind wheel was broken, had struck the 
curbing about 2% feet south of Benton 
street. After this, he said, the machine 
bumped along a distance of about & 

yards before stopping. Rohlfing testi- 
fed there were two trees near the 
curbing, upon one of which was hair 
and blood, and upon the other were 
blood stains. The speedometer of the 
machine, he said, had stopped at 
miles an hour. 

George H. Kublin, who is assistant 
chief engineer of the Moon Motor Car 
Co., and who was riding in the front 
seat with Hecker at the time of the ac- 
cident, said he and Hecker met Askew 
by appointment down town Saturday 
afternoon. They got a car from a rejair 
shop and went to the Moon motor works, 
he said, to get a new battery. This was 
done after they had ridden abou. a 
while, but upon leaving the Moon works, 
they were accompanied by Benny Saw- 
yer and a friend in another car. 

He said they stopped at a saloon at 
Fourteenth and Destrehan streets, where 
they had a drink, after which all started 
south on Thirteenth street. Kublin said 
when nearing Benton street a man 
stepped out from the ‘curb and Hecker 
turned the car to the, east, As he did 
so, he said, the machine skidded, and 
as he tried to reverse the rear end of 
the car swung @bout and Askew, who 
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was thrown to the east side of the car]

LONDON, Nov. 22.—The declaration of 


a commercial blockade by the entente 
Powers has produced a marked impres- 
ion in Athens, particularly as it was 
unexpected. An Athens dispatch says 
the newspaper organs of the Greek Gov- 


ernment accuse the allies, especially 
Great Britain, of seeking to drag Greece 
into the war by harsh measures. These 
papers assert Greece has given sufficient 
proof that she intends to maintain the 
policy of beneyolent neutrality and has 
had no thought of taking hostile steps. 
However, she cannot permit transfer- 
ence of the theater of war into her own 
territory. 

It is suggested that the measures tak- 
en by the allies may result in withdraw-_ 
al of Greek troops from the frontier, 
or even in partial demobilization. 

The section of the press which sup- 
ports former Premier Venizelos accuses 
the Government of having brought on 
by want of foresight, a conflict wi 
the entente Powers. The general 
ing, however, is one of optimism, 
is believed serious misunde 
will Be“ avoided. 

“Neutrality Best Guarantee.” 

The announcement of the blockade, in 
the farm of a note issued by the British 
legation at Athens, is given as follows: 

“Because of the attitude taken by the 
Hellenic Government in regard to cer- 
tain questions touching closely the se- 
curing and liberty of action to which 
the allied troops have the right under 
the conditions of their disembarkment 
on Greek territory, the allied Powers 
have deemed it necessary to take certain 
measures which will have the effect of 
suspending the economic and comrmer- 
cial facilities which Greece has received 
from them heretofore. 

“It is not the intention of the allied 
Powers to constrain Greece to abandor 
their neutrality, to mafntain which, In 
their eyes, is the best guarantee of her 
interests. The allied Governments have 
been somewhat disturbed by certain al- 
lusions to eventual measures, which, if 
taken “by the Hellenic Government, 
would appear to them to be contra- 
dictory to assurances they have received, 
“As soon as their doubts on that sub- 
ject—due, no doubt, to a misunderstand- 
ing—have been dispelled, the Powers 
will be happy to remove the obstacles 
now opposed to the arrival of merchan- 
dise in Greece and to accord any facili- 
ties which result from normal rela- 
tions.”’

Servian Wonderful Fighter. 

“The Servian keeps on fighting to the 
point of unconsciousness. He is a won- 
derful fighter. Typical of the excita- 
bility of the Latin temperament, the 
Italian comes on with a whirlwind-like 
rush. His charges are the greatest and 
heaviest shock of all; but if the shock 
recoils he goes back faster than he 
came forward. He has not, so far in 
this war, developed that endurance, 
that nail-and-teeth tenacity and hang- 
ing-on that the Russian often shows 
and which the Servian shows all the 
time.”’ 
Boroevic said his front was 650 miles 
to Tolmein (Tolmino). He estimated 
that Cadorna, in his third great offense, 
which commenced on Ort. 18, began the 
attack upon the Austrian-Hungarian 
lines with two armies of i divisions and 
1500 guns, many of heaviest caliber, an 
average of 30 guns to the mile. (An 
Italian infantry division consists of 
14,156 men and 30 guns). 

Italian Army Put at 425,000. 
Cadorna, Boroevic believes, later added 
four or five divisions drawn from: the 
Tyrolean and Kaeortner fronts, making 
approximately 30 divisions (or about 425,- 
000 men) who are battering Boroevic’s 
lines in these latter days of the great 
battle. 

In what now appears to be developing 
into a fourth battle for the capture of 
Gorizia, Boroevic said Cadorna was 
changing his tactics by concentrating 
masses of his abundant artillery upon 
San Michele, San Martino, Podgora and 
San Sarotino, and directing the full 
weight of his armies on a narrow front, 
with a center upon Gorizia, evidently 
in the hope of laying that town at the 
feet of the Italian Parliament when it 
meets on the first of December.

Gen. Boroevic Tells 
How to Bring Out Men’s 
Best Fighting Qualities 


HE following interesting state- 
Ey ment on the fighting ability 
of troops was given in an in- 
terview to Karl H. von Wiegand, 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
by Gén. Borvoevic, the Austrian 
commander on the Isonzo: 

“One might say that 80 per cent 
of the fighting ability of troops 
lies in the Commander and other of- 
ficers. I have seen troops that 
were considered worthless in the 
field, but when some of their offi- 
cers were changed, these men be- 
came heroes. You can talk to 
troops and try to arouse their en- 
thusiasm until you are black in the 
face, but unless they have the right 
officers—officers who know their 
men, and in whom the men have 
confidence—the troops will often 
have their own peculiarities. 

“They have them anyhow. Some 
will fight their best only on a full 
stomach. They will always be in 
high spirits, go anywhere and en- 
cure anything and everything, so 
long as they have plenty to eat and 
good things to eat. Others, again, 
have other peculiarities. Smail as 
some of these may be, they are im- 
portant. 

“It is personal experience, cour- 
age, trained knowledge, tactical 
leadership and direction, personal 
interest in and intimate knowledge 
of men on thé part of the officers 
which bring out the desired quali- 
ties and the best fighting of troops 
on the battlefield.’’

HIGHER TOLL ON INCOMES 


Veteran Member of Ways and 
Means Committee Outlines 
His Measure. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Representa- 
tives Henry T. Rainey of Carrollton, 
Ill., veteran Democratic member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, has pre- 
pared a tentative program of revenue 
legislation designed to produce $302,650,- 
000 to flance the President’s program for 
national preparedness. Rainey has not 
been classed as a big navy or big army 
man in the past, but recognizes tha: the 
United States must be prepared to resist 
possible attack from without and to up- 


hold its rights as a great world Power. 

Rainey’s program as outlined in a 
statement written by him for the Post- 
Dispatch, includes a tax on gasoline, 
freight and express, readjustment of the 
incom: tax rates and exemptions, reten- 
tion of the duty on sugar, a tax on cof- 
fee, tea, burlaps and bananas, and the 
re-enactment of the present so-called 
war revenue tax law. 

The progragn of the Illinoisan is in- 
tended to be Suggestive rather than 
final, indicating ways in which large 
amounts of revenue may be secured. 
For example, he: figures a rate on 
freight and express at 3 per cent, less 
1% per cent for colletcion, would pro- 
duce $75,000,000, while a tax of 2 per cent 
per gallon on gasoline would produce 
$24,000,000 or more. By taxing coffee 3 
cents per pound, $30,000.00 could be 
raised, and a tax of 10 cents on tea 
would bring in another $9,000,000. 
rearrangement of the income tax as he 
proposes would result in an increase of 
33,000 00. from thet source. 


Tariff Revenues Inadequate, 

Congressman Rainey points out that 
the Underwood bill, or the Payne-Ald- 
rich bill, which it succeeded, were de- 
signed to raise only a little more than 
$1,030,000,000 a year, and that even if 
the Underwood tariff were working un- 
der normal conditions, the administ-a- 
tion program would call for $220,000,000 
more than the tariff ever was expected 
t» produce. The deficit for the tast 
fiscal year was $61,000,000, and the fact 
that it again had reached $4),00:,%0 led 
tu the belief that it would be about the 
same. -

Declaring that automobiles usually are 
considered luxuries and that there are 
2,000,000 of them in use in the United 
States, the Congressman says that thev 
likely will consume 1,200,000,000 gallons 
of gasoline in 1916. A tax of 2 cents a 
gallon therefore would produce $24,000,- 
006. 

Rail and water freight income in 1912 
exceeded $2,200,000,000, and if taxed at 
3 per cent the revenue would be $66,000,- 
000, and if the same tax were put on 
express revenues the total would be 
$74,000,000, less approximately $1,000,000 
which the companies would get for col- 
lecting. 

Income Tax Readjustment, 

The lowering of exemption. from in- 
come tax, making the minimum $2000 
for single persons and $3000 for married 
men would bring in $4,500,000. An in- 
crease of from 1 to 6 per cent on the 
six classes above $10,000 would yield 
nearly $13,000,000. The lowering of ex- 
emption would require dividends to be 
reported by persons with incomes ex- 
ceeding $10,000 and produce an addition- 
al $2,000,000, making the total additional 
revenue from income taxes exceed §19,- 
000,000, 

The emergency war revenue act, if 
continued for another year, would prob- 
ably yield $81,000,000 next year. 

Continuation of the sugar tax would 
produce $52,000,000. A 3-cent tax on cof- 
fee, even if passed on to the consumer, 
would be only 27 cents per capita an- 
nually, yet it would bring $30,000,000 into 
the Government treasury. Coffee is now 
free, as is tea, which could De taxed 10 
cents a pound and yield $9,000,000. 

Burlaps, now free, would yield $5,000,- 
000 if taxed at»20 per cent ad valorem, 
and bananas taxed at 1 cept per pound, 
or about 50 cents a bunch, would pro- 
duce $2,060,000. They also come in free 
now. 

Congressman Rainey says that he real- 
izes there is a prejudice against taxing 
coffee and tea, and that an increased 
tax on beer, raising it from $1.50 a barrel 
to $2, as it was in 1899 and 1900, might be 
substituted. This would yield $33,000,000 
a year and a slight increase on cigars 
and tobacco would make up the gum 
proposed to be raised on coffee and tea. 

A return to the old system of cuvllect- 

ing $1.10 a gallon as it came from the 
still and not from the bonded warehouse 
might raise $10,000,000 or even $15,000 000 
more. Raw rubber, now free might be 
made to pay $9,000,000 although there al- 
ready is a tax on the ‘manufactured pro- 
ducts.

The Germans have invented a tripod 
ar angement carrying a vast expanse 
of white material, under which they 
hope te bivouac unseen by aeroplanes, 
and another device is intended to allow 
the line to creep to an attack without 
being seen. 

As the ground during the Russian 
winter freezes to a depth of three to six 
f.et, trench digging becomes practically 
impossible. The Germans have organ- 
ized special boring commands, whose 
duty it will be to creep forward in the 
night, make a succession of borings 
with special instruments and insert ex- 
plosives. When the explosives are fired 
the soldiers will be able to shovel away 
the debris and provide place for protec- 
tion. Similar borings containing explo- 
sives are to take the place of wire en- 
tanglements during winter.

“There are other methods of imposing 
taxes which cannot be easily trans- 
ferred to the consumer to which I have 
not called attention, but the taxes that 
could be imposed by other methods are 
small and would yield inconsiderable 
amounts. I have enumerated above tne 
less objectionable taxes and the taxes 
which will be felt least, in order to 
show that the present national, non- 
partisan movement for a larger military 
and naval force for defensive purposes 
does not mean confiscation, and that 
this country is in a position, without se- 
verely noticing the strain, to carry out 
the administration program.”’ 


President to Suggest Way to Raise 
Defense Funds, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—President 
Wilson will suggest in his annual mes- 
sage to Congress how, in his opinion, 
the money necessary to provide for na- 
tional defense, as proposed by the ad- 

ministration, may be raised. 

This was indicated as the result of a 
conference between the President and 
Representative Fitzgerald of New York, 
chairman of the House Appropriation 
Committee. 

The President, in his message, prob- 
ably will lay stress on the importance 
of legislation for increases in the army 
and navy, a merchant marine, rural 
credits, greater measure of self-govern- 
ment for the Filipinos, and conserva- 
tion and ratification of the Haitien, Co- 
lumbian and Nicaraguan treaties.

Report Says Austrians Were

Trenches Full of Dead. 


ROME. Nov. 2.—Italian troops have 
advance on the 
IsonZo front, especially on the heights 


northwest of Gorisia, according to an 


official statement issued yesterday at 
the headquarters of the general staff. 
The conimunication says: 

“Yesterday was marked by an im- 
portant success for our arms along the 
Isonzo front, especially on the heights 
northwest of Gorizia, We began the ac- 
ti at night by making with great 
bravery numerous breaches in very ¢x- 
tensive barbed wire entanglements. At 
dawn our infantry. adequately support- 
ea by artillery, attacked the village of 
Oslavia and the heights to the north- 
ecst and southwest of the ceuntry lying 
across the route from San Floriano to 
Gorizia. 

“The enemy offered an extremely ob- 
stinate resistance but finally was driven 
bac’ by the impetuosity of our attacks. 
He fled leaving his trenches full of 
dead. We took 49 prisoners, many of 
whom were officers. Successive violent 
attacks by the Austrians were repuleed 
with irresistible energy. 

“On the heights of Podgora and Cal- 
vario, south of Oslavia, thanks to ao 
admirable effort carried out under « 
formidable artillery fire, cur troops took 
by main force two more lines of 
trenches and occupled almost the en- 
tire length of the summit. 

“On the Carso Plateau we continued 
our advance along the rorthern slopes 
of Monte San Michele and southwest 
of San Martino, where we dislodged the 
enemy from trench after trench, tak- 
ing numerous prisoners. 

“Enemy aeroplanes threw bombs yes- 
terday on Schio (15 miles thorthwest of 
Vicenzo), wounding slightly eight sol- 
diers. One of our air squadron in a 
high wind, renewed the zaid on the en- 
emy aviators’ camp at Assevizza, on 
which more than 100 hand grenades 
were dropped. Our aeroplanes returned 
undamaged.”

October Exports Rose $33,961,756

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—New high 
records in the foreign trade of the United 
States continue to pile up the greatest 
favorable trade balance the country has 
ever known. Figures made public today 
by the Department of Commerce show 
that in 12 months ending with October, 
the foreign trade exceeded $5,000,000,000. 
Imports were $1,691,748,013 and exports 
$3,318,634,636, as compared with $1,880,414,- 
601, and $2,140,847,829 the year before. 

Exports of October rose to $334,638,578, 
which was $33,961,756 more than the for- 
mer record, made in September. October 
imports were $148,529,620. The record 
trade balance made during the month 
was $186, 108,958.

Ks. Widener may be presented, according 
to the terms of his will, probated here 
today, to Philadelphia, New York or 
Washington. The choice is left to his

The will directs that the articles of 
household use and ornament be divided 
into two classes, ordinary and extraor- 
dinary, ‘“‘the latter to includ? all paint- 
ings, statuary, bronzes, tapestries, etc, 
which the son is to select. 

The power given to the son to give 
away any or all of the art works may be 
exercised either during the son's lifetime 
or by direction of his will. Authority 
also is given to the son to dispose of the 
paintings and art works at public or 
vrivate sale, in which case the net pro- 
ceeds are to be added to the residuary 
estate. 

After making numerous bequests to 
members of the family the residue is to 
be held in trust until 21 years after the 
death of the last survivor of those de- 
scendants who were alive at the time 
of the elder Widener’s death. The net 
income is to be divided monthly into as 
many shares as there are sons living 
and sons dead. There were but two chil- 
dren, Joseph E. and George D. Wodener, 
who lost his life when the steamer Ti- 
tanic went down. The dead son's share 
in the estate is to be divided among his 
descendants. 

After the 21-year period has expired 
there shall be a redistribution of the es- 
tate among descendants. Joseph E. 
Widener and George D. Widener Jr., a 
gr@ndson, are named as executors. 

The will gives $100,000 outright to Jo- 
seph E. Widener. It makes no chari- 
table bequests, the elder Widener havinz 
devoted much of his wealth to this pur- 
pose in his lifetime. It directs that nwo 
appraisement of the estate be made for 
public inspection.

Thirty-Five Hundred Persons 
Cheer Supreme Court Justice 
and Wife When They Join 
Church.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. z2.—While 
8800 persons and a choir of 500 voices 
sang ““‘Where He Leads Me I Will Fol- 
low” in the big union revival tabernacle 
here yesterday, Judge Charles G. Re- 
velle of the Supreme Court arose from 
his seat in the center of the building 
and, followed by Mrs. Revelle, made 
his way down the aisle and grasped the 
evangelist, Charles Reign Scoville, bY 
the hand. 

As Revelle passed on Into the counting 
room to be listed by the secretaries, 
Evangelist Scoville cried: “There goes 
Judge Revelle of the Missouri Supreme 
Court and his good wife. Give him a 
cheer.” The crowd applauded for sev- 


eral minutes. 


Judge Revelle joined the Baptist 
Church+when he was a boy, in Marble 
Hill, Mo. He afterward took his church 
membership with him to Farmington, 
but had not identified himself with the 
church in Jefferson City, though he 
came here seven years ago as an assist- 
ant Attorney-General. 

Judge Revelle is the first member of 
the Supreme Court to “hit the sawdust 
trail,” so called originally by “Billy” 
Sunday because the alsles of the 
tabernacle are filled with sawdust, 
made the journey early in the cam- 
paign. 

Among the 258 who have “lined up for 
Christ’’ as the evangelist calls it, were 
Attorney-General Barker and Mrs. Bar- 
ker, Auditor John P. Gordon, James A. 
Houchin, candidate for’ Governor; Jo- 
seph G. Dillard, State Hotel Inspector; 
Dr. George T. McCutchan, prison physi- 
cian, and a large number of the clerks 
and employes in the various State de- 
partments.

NEW FRISCO PLANS 


. 
Reorganizers Deny Cape Girar-} 


deau Northern Railroad Pur- 
chase Was Legal. 


Opposition to the Frisco reorganiza- 
tion plan in addition to that made by 
certain stockholders has develop2d 
among the holders of more than $1,000,- 
000 of the bonds of the Cape Girardeau 
Northern Railroad for which no pro- 
vision is made in the reorganization 
plan. 

All of the bonds of the Cape Girar- 
deau Northern are held in Missouri 
with the exception of 10. The bonds of 
other roads owned by the Frisco are 
held for the most part in the East, and 
were taken.care of in the reorganiza- 
tion plan. 

John D. Johnson, attorney for the 
holders of a majority of the Cape Gi- 
rarggau Northern bonds, said _ this 
morning that his clients were objecting 
to the reorganization plan because it 
did not recognize their claims. He said 
they were not joining with others in 
general opposition to the entire plan, 
but that they would oppose the ap- 
proval of the plan presented because it 
did not provide for their claims. 

Purchase Not Recognized, 

The Cape Girardeau Northern is a 
railroad in Southeast Missouri promoted 
by Louis Houck. The Frisco bought 
the road from Houck, agreeing to as- 
sume liability for the bonds. When the 
Frisco went into receivership the re- 
ceivers refused to recognize the pur- 
Chase of the road, and contended that 
the stockholders never had ratified the 
purchase. 

The holders of the bonds brought suit 
to establish the Hability of the Frisco. 
A special master, who heard the evi- 
dence, reported to ,the Federal Court 
that the Frisco clearly ‘Was liable. Judge 
Sanborn did not approve the report, 
but sent it back to the master for 
amendments.

Amounts varying from $8000 to 
$35,000 are held by the Farmers and 
Merchants Bank of Cape Girardeau, Jef- 
ferson Bank of St. Louis, the Lead Belt 
Bank, the Bank of Perryville and the T. 
J. Moss Tie Co. 


Sale Legal, Bondholders Contend. 
It is the contention of the bondhold- 


ers that the sale of the property to the 
Frisco was legal, and that any plan of 
reorganization which does not provide 
an exchange of securities is not proper. 

If the bondholders should fail to have 
the plan amended to include their bonds, 
they would be in the position of cred. 
itors who would have to go through the 
tedious litigation, including the many 
delays of the law, to get satisfaction. 

It is the position of the reorganizers, 
as explained by H. S. Priest, the at- 
torney who presented the plan to the 
Missouri Public Service Commission, 
that the Cape Girardeau Northern claim 
never has been judicially held to be a 
Frisco liability, and that until the claim 
is established there is no reason to give 
it consideration in a reorganization plan

UNABLE 10 TALK 


Although 28, She Weighs Only 
57 Pounds and Cannot Form 
Words. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EASTON, Md., Nov. 22.—Grace Mar: 
shall, who had been kept a prisoner for 
12 years in a poorly furnished room in 
her father’s farmhouse, and who was 
rescued Saturday, a wreck physically 
and almost mentally, is now in the 
home of her aunt, Mrs. James, under 
the constant care of Dr. Charles E. Da- 
vidson. 

Although 28 years old,e she weighs 
only a little more than 57 pounds. So 
isolated was she that she has forgotten 
how to talk and mtst be taught again. 
Although her mentality is at a low ebb, 
she compréhends what is said to her, 


| But Dr, Davidson believes she will live, 


and that, like her body, her mind will 
respond to the first care it has had in 
years. 

‘Miss Marshall understands every- 
thing that is said to her,” said the 
physician. “She responds promptly to 
every suggestion made her, but she 1s 
unable to talk. She tried to speak, but 
was unsuccessful in forming words. The 
most careful treatment is necessary to 
rebuild her, to teach her to use words, 
and to strengthen the mind that years 
of most excruciating suffering have 
nearly shattered.”’ 

Grace Marshall was one of several 
children. At 11 she was a normal child, 
strong of body and mind.* She was in 
the fifth grade of the public school. 
Then she was taken from school to 
help an aunt, who was in poor health, 
and remained with her until she was 
16, 

Was Insane, Father Says. 

Then began the horror that she has 
suffered for 12 years.’ Her mother died, 
her father married again, and Grace 
becanie a victim of melancholia. Her 
stepmother says she was hysterical 
and was locked up to prevent her hurt- 
ing herself or others. Her father says 
she was insane and that he kept her 
in a room because he could not afford 
to put her in an institution, as, he de- 
clares, he was advised to do by physi- 
cians. 

Dr. Davidson told how he rescued the 
girl after reaching her, despite Mrs. 
Marshall’s protest. | 

“Entering the room where the shut- 
ters on the window were tightly shut, I 
had to wait awhile until my eyes be- 
came accustomed to the dark,” he said. 

“Grace was {in bed—a bed illy equipped 
for sleeping. Half of its slats were 
missing, and there was* not sufficient 
clothing to keep warm. I threw back 
the covering and found her huddled like 
a wild animai, her head between her 
knees. Her flesh was co!d; she was shiv- 
ering. I lifted her frail form and stood 
her on her feet. 

“*Do you want to go with me?’ 
asked. She nodded her head in assent. 

“I asked her several other questions, 
but she did not reply in words, although 
she made an effort to do so. Questions 
that required a negative or affirmative 
answer she would reply to by shaking 
or nodding her head. It was plain she 
understood me. When I told her to put 
on her stockings and shoes she began 
at once to do so, and when she was 
dressed I directed her to follow me and 
she came along. But I had to help her 
along. 

“Since I placed her in the home of 
Mrs. James she has slept most of the 
She weirhs 57% pounds and her 
height is about 5 feet. She is so thin 
that my thumb and forefinger met whe.i 
I placed them about the calf of her lex 
She is not an idiot. I. have hope not 
cnly of restoring her to health, but of 
refreshing h«* mind. I believe also that 
when she regains her normal condition 
her shortened leg may be reset and 
inmade its proper length. ; 

Now Eats Ravenously. 

“That she was sta: ed was apparent. 
When fovd is brought near her she 
becomes excited and eats ravenously. 
Last night I gave her a glass of milk, a 
sc-ft-boiled egg and a piece of toast. 
This morning I save her two glasses of 
milk, two eggs and two pieces of toast. 
That was also the meal given to her in 
the middle of the day and at night. 

“IT try to help her to learn to talk. 
Shé tries. and I hope will succeed under 
the .treatmer* she wi'll receive from 
now on.”

Tarrytown Police Believe It Was 
to Be Exploded by Wheel of 
Oil Magnate’s Auto.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—What the po- 
lice of Tarrytown, N. Y., say appears to 
an attempt on the life of 
Archbold, president of the 
Co. of New York, has 
caused armed guards to be placed on 
the Archbold estate.on the Hudson 
Ktiv.r at Tarrytown. 
Four sticxs of dynamite, each weigh- 
ing a pound and each with a fulminat- 
ing cap attached, were found early Sat- 
urda/y morning by John Wahiquist, head 
gardener for Archbold. Wrapped in 
yellow paper, they were. about fifty 
feet from the house in the wheel rut 
of a road used by Archbold’s auto in 
leaving the house. The police theory is 
that the person who placed the dyna- 
mite believed it would be exploded by 
t..e wheel of the Archbold automobile. 
Archbold usually comes to New York 
and returns to Tarrytown on his yacht, 
Vixen, but the waters were stormy Fri- 
day and he used his auto to go into the 
city, and it is the theory that he was 

expected to do so again Saturday. 

Archbold’s neighbor on the south ‘s 
Col. Jacob Ruppert, millionaire brewer, 
and on the north is the estate of Col. 
Robert Clowrey, a director of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. Their estates 
were searched soon after Wahiquist’'s 
discovery, but nothing menacing was 
found. ; 

Archbold refused to see newspaper 
men regarding the finding of the dyna- 
mite, nor would he make any state- 
ment as to whether he had recently re- 
ceived threatening letters.

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BANKING ON POLITICAL CAPITAL 

Banking and politics in partnership have again 
had the customary outcome in the case of C. 
Ominous of the future 
of ex-Senator William Lorimer is the sentence of 
Mr. Munday, his associate, to five years in the 
penitentiary. 

No more daring conspiracy was ever formed 
against the peace of mind and property of trust- 
ing depositors and against the public’s confidence 
in their banking institution than the conspiracy 
of Mr. Munday, Mr. Lorimer and others. The 
testimony has told how the now defunct La Salle 
Street Savings Bank was started in 1909 with a 
‘large part of its capital stock made up of money 
that was hardly more than stage property. 

After a huge sum borrowed of another Chicago 
institution on the joint notes of the La Salle or- 
ganizers had been duly counted by the bank ex- 
aminer and the license issued, the money was re- 
turned to its real owners and the note taken back. 

In 1909 William Lorimer, just elected United 
States Senator by corruption and an unholy bi- 
partisan league at Springfield, was the political 
dictator of Illinois. That, audacious as the La 
Salle conspirators were, they would have dared to 
organize their bank on property money without 
the Lorimer backing in high places and potent 
influence on State appointees, including even 
bank department appointees, is inconceivable. 
That, without such backing and influence, the La 
Salle bank and its affiliated banks, shaky from 
the first moment of their existence, could have 
withstood inspection and dragged along their ca- 
reer of imposture and swindling from. 1909 to 
1914 is also inconceivable. The Lorimer political 
capital was the most substantial part of the 
banking capital of these financial institutions. 

How much longer would corrupt politics have 
enabled corrupt business to fleece the credulous 
if the Lorimer power had not been broken? Would 
a countless number of interrelated crimes against 
depositors ever have been punished but for his

WHERE WILL IT STOP? 

The Brooklyn Children’s Court, which is evi- 
dently not a court of record, but is an authorized 
tribunal designed to express law none the less, de- 
cides that the Brooklyn Board of Education has 
a right to compel the surgical removal of a phys- 
ical condition that retards a school child’s mental 
progress. The court issued an order directing the 
parents of a 9-year-old boy to have his tonsils 
cut out at the earliest opportunity. 

We believe that an appeal to high constitu- 
tional principles the United States Supreme Court 
would sustain the retention of tonsils by a pupil 
as against school authorities that undertake to 
decide surgical. or medical questions. The ten- 
dency of school authorities, not alone in Brook- 
lyn, but generally, to take away natural rights 
and interfere with the freedom of children with- 
out “due process” is a growing menace.
